New Jersey Family Advocate Manage-
ment, Inc. (NJFAM) has announced that
as of  March 26, 2003, NJFAM’s ongoing
Family Assistance Program “(FAP”) will be
administered directly by NJFAM. Previ-
ously, the FAP had been administered by
the United Ways of New Jersey through a
contractual agreement with United Way
of Greater Mercer County.

The FAP is now serving      580 families.
If you know of any New Jersey family
members who have not registered, please
tell them it is not too late. They can call
(877) 688-5268 to obtain an Advocate.

 In addition, NJFAM is now coordi-
nating another program entitled “ World
Trade Center- New Jersey Recovers”
(“NJR”) through a grant from the Depart-
ment of Health and Senior Services and its
Division of Addiction Services.

NJR is dedicated to providing sub-
stance abuse services for adults, adoles-
cents, and families directly affected by the
events of September 11th in New Jersey.

 An all too common coping mecha-
nism for dealing with grief and loss is to
seek escape through the use of alcohol
and other drugs. Research shows that
many suffering with post-traumatic
stress disorder tend to self-medicate the
condition by using substances.

Megan Sullivan (732) 869-8346), the
NJR Care Coordinator, will work with
interested clients to determine what level
of care they may need to address their sub-
stance abuse questions or concerns. Ms.
Sullivan will meet with clients at a location
near their homes to conduct a thorough
assessment of their substance abuse and
post traumatic stress treatment needs.  In
order to ensure clients’ privacy, NJR sites
have been chosen for their non-stigmatiz-
ing environments. She will also work with

clients to determine the appropriate level
of care and make the referral according to
the clients’ wishes. Ms. Sullivan will then
manage the care these clients receive from
the treatment agencies and authorize pay-
ment for treatment.

Additionally, NJFAM has assisted ap-
proximately 300     displaced workers to date
through the September 11th Fund’s On-
going Recovery Program (“ORP”). The
main focus of the program is to help New
Jersey residents return to work. For those
who are eligible, (unemployed or under-
employed as a result of the Attacks) Infor-
mation Sessions are being held regularly.
At the Information Sessions, available re-
sources are discussed and participants are
certified for eligibility. Call (800) 652-

 The second part of the ORP,
known as the Employment Assistance
Program (“EAP”), is designed to help
individuals who lost their jobs or experi-
enced a substantial reduction in earn-
ings as a result of the September 11th

Attacks. The EAP is being offered
through several county One-Stop Ca-
reer Centers. This program is open to
undocumented workers and all informa-
tion provided is completely confidential.

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A quilt made in memory of the Sep-
tember 11 tragedy is on view at the
American Folk Art Museum’s uptown
branch, the Eva and Morris Feld Gallery
at Lincoln Square, through September
2003. The National Tribute Quilt was
assembled by The Steel Quilters of Pitts-
burgh, PA from 3,446 blocks contributed
by more than 1,000 quilters from 50
states and 5 countries. It bears the names
of all those who perished at the World
Trade Center, the Pentagon and in Penn-
sylvania. A List Book  allows visitors to
locate every name in the quilt. Viewed
from a distance, the 3,466 individual
blocks merge to form the New York City
skyline with the World Trade Center Tow-
ers toward the center, flanked by panels
depicting the Pentagon and Flight 93.
This quilt, which is in the museum’s per-
manent collection, is composed of 6 panels
and the overall size is 8' x 30'.

The State Division of Taxation now has information and forms relating to Income

Tax forgiveness for victims of the September 11, 2001 Attacks who lost their lives. The
law became effective January 27, 2003 (P.L. 2003, c.9) when it was signed by Governor
McGreevey. Generally, for tax years 2000 and 2001, New Jersey gross income tax will
be forgiven on the income of decedents who died as a result of the September 11, 2001
Attacks. Any taxes already paid will be refunded; taxes owed will be waived. On a joint
return, only the decedent’s portion of the joint gross income tax liability is eligible.

Requests for tax forgiveness must be submitted on Form NJ-0911 which can be
accessed from the Family Assistance Web site at wwwwwwwwwwwwwww.nj.go.nj.go.nj.go.nj.go.nj.gov/v/v/v/v/wtcwtcwtcwtcwtc.

Family members have let us know that
those who need mortgage assistance have
been offered   two options:  one involves
allowing for a “late” payment of a mort-
gage or rent (even one day). The other al-
lows for a retroactive lump sum. Each of
these options requires specific kinds of
“proof” of loss of household income and
(in the case of the second option) will re-
quire that you show that money to pay for
mortgage or rent has to be regularly taken
out of your savings account. Your advo-
cate should be able to help you fill out the
application and should have appropriate
information about pursuing assistance
from FEMA.

The special commission established by
Congress to investigate the September
11th, 2001 Attacks will begin its public
work at hearings to be held in lower Man-
hattan  March 31 and April 1. These first
hearings, which will be informational rather
than investigative in nature, will include
witnesses who are city and state officials as
well as several victims’ relatives to be se-
lected from various support groups. The
goal, according to reports quoting Philip
Zelikow, staff director for the commission, is
to obtain testimony from the public con-
cerning what  the commission is expected
to do. The hearings will take place at the
Customs House in New York City at 1
Bowling Green and are open to the public.

The proceedings will be broadcast live

Governor
Kean has reportedly identified issues
not covered by the congressional intelli-
gence probe of September 11 which con-
cluded that the FBI and CIA failed to
share information and missed important
clues, but that none of the tips had been
specific enough to enable them to pre-
vent the Attacks.

During the next six months,  Adam’s Angels plans to create a memorial dedicated
to all of the people who lost their lives on September 11th , 2001. The memorial will
consist of  the faces and stories of the victims, their loved ones left behind, rescue
workers, volunteers and all  Americans who were impacted in any way by the Attacks.

The Project was inspired by the original “Remember Me” exhibit put together by
the Ground Zero Fellowship. It will culminate in a New York City reception  in Sep-
tember 2003.

Adam’s Angels is not a program that accepts donations. Its goal is to match children
of fallen firefighters with an “angel” here on earth. Initially, members of Adam’s Angels
bought holiday gifts for the children of fire fighters they knew personally.  The pro-
gram grew and  has  matched people all over the world with children who lost their
FDNY fathers on 9/11. It also offers a “9/11 Family Support Group” for people who
lost loved ones on September 11th. Through a message board and weekly e-mails, 9/
11 family members are able to communicate with each other and learn about special
gifts available through Adam’s Angels.

Adams Angels is also currently sponsoring “Operation Sending Smiles Across The
Miles”. This project sends care packages, letters and cards to various American military
troops throughout the year.
